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CRIME CLAMPDOWN 

Police arrest eight teenagers on Portland following public protests 


A CAMPAIGN staged in 
response to public outrage 
has seen police arrest eight 
Portland teenagers in a 
month long blitz on vio¬ 
lence and anti-social be¬ 
haviour on the island. 

At a public meeting last 
month angry residents 
threatened vigilante action 
following a number of in¬ 
cidents in the area. 

A second meeting, due to 
take place in Easton, will 
enable police to update 
residents and reassure

them that activity in con¬ 
nection with violence and 
anti-social behaviour on 
Portland is ongoing. 

Portland Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood Team Sergeant 
Neil Wood said of the ar¬ 
rests: “I consider these 
achievements a good start 
and although the situation 
has improved, there is still 
work to be done.” 

He added: “I look to you 


for your continued support 
while we tackle your con¬ 
cerns, bearing in mind that 
these incidents have been 
committed by a minority 
of individuals and are not 
a reflection on the majority 
of Portland residents. 

“I would encourage you 
to attend the public meet¬ 
ing.”

land and one Weymouth 
youth, have been arrested 
in connection with the in¬ 
cident on July 3rd when a 
couple were attacked as 
they walked through Eas¬ 
ton Square. 

Since the first public 
meeting on July 12th a 
man has been arrested for 
carrying an offensive 
weapon, there have been 
two separate arrests for 
drug offences, and police 
have used powers to stop 
teenagers converging at 
known trouble hotspots. 

Sergeant Wood said as a 
result of the increase in po¬ 
lice patrols in the area, at 
times when residents had 
reported anti-social behav¬ 
iour and violence was oc¬ 
curring, he had received 
positive feedback from 
many members of the pub¬ 
lic experiencing a reduc¬ 
tion in incidents on the 
island. 

“I know that concerns 
have been raised because 
not all police activity is 
visible,” he said. “How¬ 
ever, I hope you under¬ 
stand that this is 
sometimes necessary for 
operational reasons, and 
that you can see action is 
being taken and results are 
being achieved.” 

The meeting is scheduled 
for 7.30pm on Tuesday, 
August 24th at the 
Methodist Church Hall, 
Easton Square.

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HAVING moved to the area for work, solicitor Eliz¬ 
abeth West now calls Beaminster home after liv¬ 
ing and exploring the area, whether on foot or by 
horse, for the last 15 years. 

Having "stumbled" across law, she now works as 
a partner at High Street lawyers Austen Whetham 
and Guest, which was established in Bridport in 
1895. 

Originally from East Sussex, here the active wife 
and mother of two boys tells us why she loves ex¬ 
ploring, why Napoleon and Picasso might not be 
the ideal companions at a dinner party and why 
chickens are ruining her best gardening efforts. 


■ WHY did you move to Beaminster? 

Work really. I had children and then was offered a job in 
Dorset so we moved here. I was actually working for one 
of our rivals there so was working in Beaminster to begin 
with. 

■ WHAT do you enjoy about living in the town? 

The architecture is brilliant and also everything you need 
is here: lovely shops for gifts and clothes, places to eat 
and it is quite a thriving community I think. There’s lots 
going on if you want to get involved. 

■ WHY did you become a lawyer? 

I became a lawyer around 30-years-ago in 1981. I just 
found it an interesting subject which enabled me to help 
people and earn a living. I stumbled on it really. I came 
to law the long way really. 

■ WHAT do you enjoy about you job? 

It’s always interesting. I still think I manage to help peo¬ 
ple and earn a living and it’s nice not doing the same 
thing every day. There are parameters but there’s always 
something different to focus on. 

■ WHAT have been the stand out parts of being a 
lawyer in your career? 

I have acted for a few pop stars and actors in my time 
but nothing really interesting. When I was newly quali¬ 
fied I was acting for a teacher who was facing unfair dis¬ 
missal and I got on with him so well in that case I was 
asked by the union to take on other cases they had. 

■ WHAT hobbies do you have outside the law firm? 

At the moment I’ve a really bad back but I have horses 
and like to walk, swim, play tennis, ski in the winter and 
walk in the alps during the summer. I really like explor¬ 
ing the Dorset countryside. I love places like Golden Cap 
and St Gabriel, which are my favourites in winter and 
summer. I always take visitors to Abbotsbury and around 



St Catherine’s Church on the hill. In land I really like the 
down land like Sydling St Nicolas. It’s just open country, 
I take the horse out there for hours exploring the high¬ 
ways and by-ways of Dorset. 

■ WHICH three people from throughout history 
would you invite for dinner? 

First off, Napoleon, because I always thought he would 
be an interesting person to discuss politics with. The next 
would be Caravaggio because I think his paintings are ab¬ 
solutely fantastic, and he might provide a picture for me 
if he didn’t murder someone at the same time. And Pi- 
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casso because, again, it’s completely different art but hav¬ 
ing read books I think he was a towering intellect and was 
able to put it down in picture form. Although I think Pi¬ 
casso and napoleon might fight like cat and dog if they 
were together. 

■ HAVE you a favourite painting? 

It would possibly be Van Gogh’s Olive Grove because 
I’ve had an Athena reproduction of that on the kitchen 
wall for a long time and I really like the original. 

■ HAVE you a favourite place in the world? 

I like going to France. I can speak French, which always 
helps, and I suppose I like the French lifestyle, but not in 
Paris. I’d also like to go the Galapagos Islands. I don’t 
have any strong desire to go anywhere else. I’m very pas¬ 
sionate about conservation and am the chair of King- 
combe Trust. 

■ BEING fairly green fingered how would you rate 
your gardening skills? 

I’m keen but nothing grows. We’ve a vegetable patch but 
it doesn’t do so well, probably because the chickens eat 
the vegetables before they come up. We’ve also planted 
a about 10 trees, we’ve got apple and memorial trees for 
various people we know and animals we’ve had and I 
think it’s a nice idea because they are all native to this 
country. 

■ WHICH three things would you take on to a desert 
island? 

I’d probably take a fishing line because I’d have to eat. 
Also matches and knife. I’m quite practical and I think 
you’d probably want to eat and need a knife you’d be able 
to cut things and provide shelter and kill food or whatever 
you wanted and also be able to make other tools.

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Safety warning to young people

YOUNG people are being 
warned that sex and booze 
are poor bedmates and 
could leave them with a 
nasty disease. 

The message came from 
a hard-hitting roadshow 
which is completing a tour 
of Weymouth and Port¬ 
land. 

One in ten of young 
Dorset people currently 
carry the chlamydia infec¬ 
tion but often with no 
symptoms. 

So the roadshow’s aim is 
to raise awareness of the 
link between excessive al¬ 
cohol and risky behaviour 
while offering advice to 
young people on how to 
stay safe and minimise 
their personal risk. 

Young people were of¬ 
fered everything from 
contraception advice to 
free screening tests for 
chlamydia — and a na¬ 
tional survey of 16 and 17- 
year-olds said that help 
was needed. 

It revealed that 32 per 
cent were unlikely to get a 
test after having sex with¬ 
out a condom, that more 
than one in seven got 
drunk at least three times a 
week and that one in four 
were more likely to have 
sex without a condom if 
they were drinking alco¬ 
hol. 

It also showed that one 
in ten had sex when drunk 
and regretted it while 34 
per cent walked home at 
night in the dark when 
drunk. 


Dorset sexual health ex¬ 
pert Joanne Wilson said 
that contracting a sexual 
disease was one holiday 
souvenir that no one 
wanted. 

She added: “People 
don’t go out to intention¬ 
ally put themselves at risk, 
but it is all too easy to find 
yourself in a situation you 
could later regret once the 
drink starts flowing. 

“Over the summer 
months the population of 
Dorset increases consider¬ 
ably and if you meet 
someone you don’t al¬ 
ready know it is impossi¬ 
ble to know their history 
by just looking at them.” 

Drinking can also in¬ 
crease a person’s chances 
of become a victim of 
crime. 

Superintendent Jane 
Newall, of Dorset Police 
said: “We are asking peo¬ 
ple to consider their own 
vulnerability when out 
drinking. In many cases of 
alcohol-related crime, it is 
clear that an incident 
could have been avoided. 

“If you are drunk you are 
more likely to be a victim 
of crime and we are asking 
pub and club goers to con¬ 
sider the consequences of 
drinking too much alco¬ 
hol. You may be risking 
your own safety by be¬ 
coming separated from 
friends or trusting a 
stranger. Alternatively, 
you may find it more dif¬ 
ficult to walk away from 
trouble-makers and end up 


becoming a victim or per¬ 
petrator of violence. 

“Our message is also to 
licensees. If you are serv¬ 


ing individuals that are 
drunk then you are con¬ 
tributing to the problem 
and making it harder for 


responsible licence-hold¬ 
ers and other businesses to 
thrive.”

Teenager's tragic death was suicide 


A CORONER has ruled 
that the tragic death of a 
Weymouth teenager who 
plunged 50 feet from a 
multi-story car-park in 
the town centre was sui¬ 
cide. 

The inquest heard that 
in the days leading up to 
Robyn Nixon’s death she 
had broken up with her 
boyfriend and been ex¬ 


cluded from her group of 
friends at All Saints 
School. 

As details of the 15 
year-olds last moments 
came to light the coroner 
condemned passers-by 
who took photos on their 
mobile phones as Robyn 
lay dying of massive 
head injuries.. The tragic 
events unfolded on April 
11 th as horrified onlook¬ 


ers watched the Wyke 
Regis schoolgirl step 
from the ledge of the 
Lower St Alban Street 
Car Park, moments after 
speaking to her ex¬ 
boyfriend on a mobile 
phone. 

In the days following 
Robyn’s death floral trib¬ 
utes were left at the 
scene and hundreds of 
people left farewell mes¬ 


sages on the social net¬ 
working site Facebook. 

In his conclusion, coro¬ 
ner Michael Johnson 
said there were two areas 
of problems which may 
have led to the suicide: 
her exclusion from her 
school friends and the 
break-up with her 
boyfriend.

THE local NHS stop smoking 
service for Dorset is once again 
celebrating having helped over 
2,000 people successfully kick the 
habit last year. 

During the period April 2009 to 
March 2010 SmokeStop helped 
2,328 give up smoking. The serv¬ 
ice also enjoyed a success rate of 
nearly 60 per cent, one of the high¬ 
est in the South West where the av¬ 
erage is around 52 per cent. 

During the same period, through¬ 
out the South West 34,649 people 
gave up smoking. 

Health programme adviser 
(smoking and tobacco control) 
with NHS Dorset, Linda Ross, has 
been helping people stop smoking 
for 20 years. 

She said: “We are delighted that 
the service has enjoyed continued 
success over the years, as more and 
more people make the decision to 
kick the habit. 

“The last 12 months have seen us 
develop our work with community 
hospitals and local workplaces 
which has meant we have seen a 
big increase in people asking for 
support. 

“Around 700 people die in 
Dorset each year as a direct result 
of smoking and whilst we recog¬ 
nise giving up may not be easy for 


some people, with over 40 places 
to get support and lots of different 
help available we are always there 
for people when they are ready to 
go smokefree. 

“Making the service accessible 
no matter where you live is a key 
part of our success. 

“A good example of this is the re¬

Consultation 
period agreed 
for sexual 
venues policy 

AN eight-week public consultation has started on a new draft 
policy for sex establishments in Weymouth and Portland. 

Legal measures under the 2009 Policy and Crime Act intro¬ 
duced a new category of sex site called a sexual establishment 
venue which will require a sex establishment licence. 

Members of Weymouth and Portland’s policy development 
committee were told that an amendment to the 2009 Act would 
allow the council to cater for licensing such sites including lap 
dancing clubs and other sex premises. 

A report to the meeting said that there was no formal require¬ 
ment for the council to consult publicly on the policy it intended 
to adopt for sexual entertainment venues. 

But it added: “However, there are significant benefits in con¬ 
ducting a consultation exercise on the proposed regulation of 
sexual entertainment venues and sex establishments generally 
as this has previously been an area of licensing which has at¬ 
tracted much community interest-concern.” 

Councillors had before them the third draft of a new sex es¬ 
tablishment policy covering everything from what might dis¬ 
qualify a person from holding a licence — such as being under 
18 or having had a previous licence revoked — to operation 
rules and requirements for lap dancing clubs, sex shops and sex 
cinemas. 

These ranged from permitted acts, clothing, behaviour, contact 
and distance from audience members to the content of acts, 
goods and films. 

There were also strict presumptions against granting a licence 
if proposed premises were near a whole variety of sites including 
schools and any premises many used for or by children. 

Members heard that West Dorset colleagues had already ap¬ 
proved the draft policy for public consultation. 

Weymouth and Portland’s draft will now go out for public con¬ 
sultation until October 6 th before returning for consideration by 
the policy committee in December.

Mr Hepburn said: “The church has 
been there for more than 550 years and 
never had any problems until the last 
two years when lead has now been 
stolen twice. 

“It was only worth a few hundred 
pounds but the damage caused by rain 
seeping in and the need to replace the 
missing lead will cost thousands of 
pounds.” 

Wyke rector, the Reverend Deb 
Smith, was also saddened at the theft. 

She said: “We only discovered that 
lead had been stolen from the roof 
when rain started to come in.” 


Trader gets a 'yes' for stall selling seaside rock 


A TRADER has been granted a 
licence for a Weymouth street 
barrow selling candy floss and 
traditional seaside rock. 

A meeting of Weymouth and 
Portland licensing committee 
was told that his barrow would 
be sited next to an existing fruit 
and vegetable stall in New Bond 
Street. 

Applicant Grant Burdon urged 


the meeting to grant his barrow 
and said the closest trader of this 
type of product was some dis¬ 
tance away on the Esplanade, so 
he could see no reason for re¬ 
fusal. 

Mr Burdon, who operates tram¬ 
polines on the beach and a stall 
offering temporary tattoos in 
Bond Street, said his new barrow 
would be a business expansion. 


But he was opposed by Coun¬ 
cillor Tim Munro who lodged an 
objection to the application be¬ 
cause of his concerns about a 
previous licensing meeting 
which had dealt with a similar 
application involving himself. 

He said he was objecting to Mr 
Burdon’s application so that if 
there were strong feelings 
against confectionery “then the 
committee can express them”. 


Colleagues at the same previ¬ 
ous meeting denied a request for 
confectionery linked to Mr 
Munro’s application had been 
refused, but Mr Munro replied 
that he would not later have sub¬ 
mitted a reduced application if 
he had not been taking commit¬ 
tee views into account. 

Members then granted Mr 
Burdon a licence until Septem¬ 
ber 30 th to operate Monday-Sun- 


day from 9am-5.30pm on condi¬ 
tion that his barrow stall was re¬ 
moved at the end of each trading 
day. Mr Burdon also has an op¬ 
tion for a short term licence re¬ 
newal if required. 

Mr Burdon said after the meet¬ 
ing: “It will be a traditional sea¬ 
side barrow which I feel will fit 
in well with Weymouth because 
it is a really pretty little unit.”

Majority of visitors would return, but would appreciate easier parking 


MORE than eight out of ten visitors randomly 
surveyed on Weymouth Esplanade or in the 
town centre said they would return again to the 
town. 

Most had been to Weymouth before and two 
thirds were visiting for the day. 

Six Weymouth College students questioned 
91 visitors to provide a snapshot of why visi¬ 
tors come to Weymouth, where they eat, how 
long they stay, how much they spend and if 
they will come again. 

Those interviewed came from China to 
Blackpool and from Germany to Gloucester. 

Just under half of those surveyed had arrived 
in Weymouth by car, while 26 came by coach. 
Of the remainder, ten had travelled by train and 
eight by bus. One came on the Condor ferry

and four by air. 

More than 30 were on holiday, 21 were on a 
day trip, seven were staying the weekend 
and 16 had come to Weymouth to visit the 
Pavilion Theatre. One was walking the coastal 
path and others were meeting friends or visit¬ 
ing family. Some were sightseeing or looking 
for work. 

Asked if they would be lunching in Wey¬ 
mouth, 62 said they would, 24 would not. Of 
those who were eating, 23 were going to a cafe, 
20 to a pub, ten to a takeaway, seven to a 
restaurant and two were planning to picnic. 

Inevitably, many visitors were shopping and 


35 had come to Weymouth specifically for the 
shops- including Marks & Spencer, Deben- 
hams, Primark and Tesco. Five were going to 
Brewers Quay. 

Asked how much they would be spending, 25 
said up to £50 and eight thought up to £100. 

Suggestions on what would encourage them 
to spend more time in Weymouth ranged from 
keeping the town tidier, better shops, cheaper 
prices and better signage to more toilets, better 
parking and better weather! 

Visitors liked the beach but not poor and ex¬ 
pensive parking. 

The twice yearly visitors’ surveys are organ¬ 
ised by Weymouth and Portland Chamber of 
Commerce.

Residents can have their say over outside eating areas 


PEOPLE are being asked for their views on a 
new street cafe policy for Weymouth and 
Portland. 

The policy also covers chairs and tables asso¬ 
ciated with food and drink establishments 
such as pubs and bars being put on the high¬ 
way and open space. 

Consultation runs until October 5 th and 
members of Weymouth and Portland’s policy 
committee, who will look at the policy again 
in December, were delighted at its content. 

Vice-chairman Councillor Ian Roebuck de¬ 


scribed it as “very comprehensive” and 
praised officers for the “good job” they had 
done. 

The policy members adopted had been 
drawn up to try and manage sitting out areas, 
enhance the street scene and provide “a trans¬ 
parent framework” for those applying for li¬ 
cences. 

Issues covered included pedestrian access 
and safety such as allowing sufficient space 
for wheelchair, highchair and pram access 
and surrounding tables and chairs with sturdy 


physical barriers in order to guide the visually 
impaired around the use. 

Hygiene and keeping tables, chairs and the 
area clean was also dealt with as was the vi¬ 
sual impact of tables and chairs on the street 
scene. 

Other measures included no storage of street 
cafe furniture on access points, pavements or 
roads when not in use, consumption of food 
and drink only within the permitted area and 
litter to be regularly disposed of.

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Green gym moves a 
step closer to reality

A PROJECT to provide an 
outdoor gym at Lodmoor 
Country Park in Wey¬ 
mouth has entered its final 
funding stage. 

The Lodmoor Green 
Gym along an agreed trail 
in the park has been initi¬ 
ated and driven by the 
Friends of Lodmoor 
Country Park in partner¬ 
ship with Weymouth and 
Portland council. 

A small community 
grant received from Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland Part¬ 
nership has paid for gym 
feasibility work and the 
friends are now waiting to 
see if they gain crucial 
Community Spaces fund¬ 
ing. 

If they are successful 
then they and the council 
want to install a full range 
of 22 pieces of outdoor fit¬ 
ness equipment along an 
agreed two kilometre trail 
within the park. 

The route will have five 
stations for the equipment 
with a larger station near 
the children’s play area to 
enable people to meet and 


socialise at the same time 
as exercising. 

The trail will provide an 
opportunity for all ages 
and abilities to exercise in¬ 
cluding the over 60’s. 

It is also envisaged that 
16-18-yearolds from Wey¬ 
mouth College and five to 
ten-year-olds from St. 
Johns Junior School could 
use the gym to meet their 


physical education targets. 
Local GPs physiothera¬ 
pists and cardio clubs 
would also like to make 
the gym available to some 
of their patients to help 
with underlying health is¬ 
sues. 

Also included within the 
bid is the upgrading of 
some of the paths around 
the trail to make it fit for 


purpose. 

Work to date has been 
carried out by Friend, 
Bridget Betts, who feel the 
gym will be a real asset to 
the area, and the council as 
landowner through its 
Parks department which 
has helped with all aspects 
of the bid and which will 
maintain the gym once in¬ 
stalled. 

Caroline Sharp from 
Land-form Landscape Ar¬ 
chitects is project manager 


and has carried out much 
of the feasibility work to 
ensure the project meets 
the necessary criteria set 
out by Community 
Spaces. The Friends of 
Lodmoor are also in the 
process of raising £200 to 
go towards the project. 

They hope to receive 
confirmation of whether 
they have been successful 
with funding by October 
2010 .

Wayside pulpits 

N OTICE boards outside churches can make 
interesting and even amusing reading.

They may have failings but, in essence, they 
accomplish much and I have great respect for the 
good work of our medical professions. Museums, 
on the other hand, have their uses but are com¬ 
pletely devoid of life as such. 

Some folk imagine that Christians are killjoys, but 
what Jesus actually said was “The thief comes only 
to steal and kill and destroy; I have come that they 
may have life, and have it to the full. (John 10:10 )

Food for the mind 

Weymouth authors celebrates the poetry of William Barnes 


A WEYMOUTH author has published his latest book on 
a famous Dorset dialect poet. 

The People’s Poet: William Barnes of Dorset (The His¬ 
tory Press, £14.99) is another example of why Alan Ched- 
zoy’s writings are held in such respect. 

Barnes, to say the least, was a complex character with 
complex views, so the very fact that this work reads so 
easily is a tribute both to Chedzoy’s ability to translate that 
complexity into an understandable form and to his im¬ 
mense grasp of his subject. 

Forget modern times and think back to a more basic era, 
none more so than Dorset in the mid-1800s when mral life 
changed forever. 

You might say that much poetry then was gilded, written 
in a style beloved of the higher socio nature of those who 
bought such works. 

But what agricultural workers there were left in 1850 ex¬ 
isted on a weekly wage of just nine shillings threepence 
halfpenny - about 46 pence in modern money - and buy¬ 
ing a book of poems came a poor second to putting bread 
on the table. 

Even if they were able to borrow such a book it left them 
with an almost insurmountable problem of understanding 
what had been written since it bore no relation to the lan¬ 
guage style they were familiar with. Not so with Bames. 

He was a champion not just of plain English but of writ¬ 
ing in what Chedzoy describes as a “homely” style which 
ordinary people could understand because its dialect ap¬ 
proach was just like they talked. 

Little wonder then that Barnes, Rector of Winterborne 
Came and the author of dozens of books who could read 
more than 70 languages, became so beloved by people 
who lived at the lower end of Dorset’s mral life. 

Chedzoy is certainly delighted with public reaction to 
his book and said: “The first two months of publication 
and sales are going very well. 

“I also have a number of speaking engagements to do 
with the book all round the county well into next year, so 
it is very busy time for me!” 

His book is a triumph for poetry but also a wonderful so¬ 
cial history as well. 

Chedzoy shrewdly began it with a simple Christmas 
1869 letter to Bames written by an elderly woman servant

in a dingy London basement. 

She wanted to thank the great man for rekindling her 
memories of happier times when she lived in the Dorset 
countryside and she wrote: “Sir, I shook hands with you in 
my heart.” 

It is likely that many of Chedzoy’s readers will wish to 
shake his hand because if Bames struck a chord with the 
average person of his day when reading actually meant 
something then Chedzoy’s excellent book strikes a similar 
blow to give hope to modern readers that future food for 
the mind does not lie with the next Super Mario computer 
game.

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Evidence of rare bats 
on Weymouth wetlands 


NEW evidence indicates that one of 
the UK’s rarest bats, the Nathusius’ 
Pipistrelle, is using the RSPB’s Wey¬ 
mouth Wetlands nature reserve and 
may even be breeding there. 

Volunteers from the Dorset Bat 
Group have been tackling a long¬ 
term study at the Radipole Lake site 
to find out what effect, if any, the 
restoration works carried out there 
last winter would have. 

County conservationists were as¬ 
tonished by dramatically increased 
levels of bat activity. 

Weymouth Wetlands manager Nick 
Tomlinson said: “Little is known 
about how bat populations respond 
to wetland restoration so Natural 
England funded this study to help us 
find out. The level of that response 
has really taken us by surprise. 

“It’s too early to be absolutely sure 
but first indications show the level of 
activity in some areas has increased 
dramatically with one particular lo¬ 
cation recording more activity in just

one night than some of the best loca¬ 
tions did in the whole of last sum¬ 
mer.” 

The aim of the Weymouth Wet¬ 
lands restoration, also funded by 
Natural England, was to create a di¬ 
verse wetland habitat, improving the 
site for a wide range of birds and 
other wildlife and, as bats are a key 
part of any ecosystem, the RSPB 
wanted to see how they responded to 
the works as well. 

Nick said: “We expected some 
species such as the Daubenton’s bat, 
which specialises in hunting over 
water, to benefit from the restoration 
and indeed they have but the re¬ 
sponse of other species has been 
equally dramatic. 

“We haven’t finished analysing the 
data yet but it appears that more than 
one Nathusius’ Pipistrelle is using 
the site. This species of bat is very 


rare in the UK and, until recently, 
was believed to be only a vagrant, 
occurring in the UK chiefly on mi¬ 
gration, mainly in the autumn. 

“But in recent years, a small num¬ 
ber of maternity roosts have been 
identified, mostly in the east of the 
country, so establishing whether it 
does breed locally is a key part of 
this project. 

“Thanks to this project, we now 
have a good idea of the areas that this 
bat favours when it’s feeding, so next 
year we plan to radio track them to 
see if we can identify the roost. If we 
can, it will be the first such roost in 
Dorset and one of only a very few 
known in the whole of the UK. 

“The scale of the change is simply 
astonishing and very exciting. It 
seems clear that the quality of the 
habitat has increased sufficiently to 
draw bats in from surrounding areas 
by providing a first class dining ex¬ 
perience.”

LEADING businesspeople met in 
Dorchester to discuss the forma¬ 
tion of a partnership aimed at tack¬ 
ling the areas housing, transport 
and employment issues. 

Representatives met at County 
Hall to discuss the formation of a 
Local Enterprise Partnership to re¬ 
place economic activity under¬ 
taken by the soon to be disbanded 
Regional Development Agency.

Final concert in the season 
for Whitchurch Purcellians 


Led in Lyme 


THE series of gigs at Lyme Regis'Woodmead Halls continues later this 
month when Whole Lotta Led - the Led Zeppelin tribute band - play the 
West Dorset venue. 

Given the thumbs-up by no less than guitar god Jimmy Page himself, the 
group are keeping the spirit and songs of the legendary Led Zep alive with 
their unique energy and stage presence, 

Whole Lotta Led play to over 40,000 enthusiastic fans every year. They 
don't try to reproduce what the classic Led Zep line-up looked like because 
for these guys it's all about the music... and what music! Whether a fan of 
the original Led Zeppelin or new to the sound, come and be astounded. 

From six to 60, audiences love the dedication and musicianship Whole 
Lotta Led bring to classics like'Whole Lotta Love','Stairway to Heaven'and 
'Immigrant Song' and not forgetting the acoustic side of Led Zeppelin ei¬ 
ther. 

Whole Lotta Led originally formed as No Quarter in 1993 playing a wide 
variety of rock standards, original compositions as well as the odd Led Zep¬ 
pelin number. 

Audience reaction to the Led Zeppelin material in their set was such that 
in January 1996 the band decided to play exclusively Led Zeppelin num¬ 
bers and changed their name to Whole Lotta Led. 

Originally playing local clubs and pubs, the band soon progressed to the 
major rock venues (some of which Led Zeppelin themselves played) tour¬ 
ing all over the UK and Europe. 

With the band becoming increasingly in demand, Whole Lotta Led 
turned professional in January 2001, thus becoming the UK's only full time 
tribute to Led Zeppelin and are now considered by many to be one of the 
UK's top tribute bands. 

Whole Lotta Led regularly play two-and-a-half hour sets and perform ap¬ 
proximately 100 concerts a year to enthusiastic crowds. The band's aim is 
to reproduce the classic Zep songs with the same enthusiasm, excitement 
and passion that the original band created. 

The band have also been very active in raising funds for The ABC Trust, a 
charity founded by Jimmy Page's wife to help under privileged children in 
Brazil. 

The involvement with the charity eventually led to a meeting with Led 
Zeppelin's legendary guitarist Jimmy Page who has given the band his 
blessing and wished them all the best. 

Whole Lotta Led really are the closest you're gonna get to seeing Led 
Zeppelin for the foreseeable future. When the band reformed in December 
2007 for a special one-off show at London's 02 Arena they caused a media 
frenzy, with millions of applications for the 20,000 available tickets. 

For a lot of people this may have been the first they had heard of the 
band, as in their heyday they shunned TV and never released singles. De¬ 
spite this they became the biggest rock band of the Seventies, and quite 
probably the greatest rock band of all time. 

Rumours that the success of their 02 show would tempt them to stage 
a full tour have been quashed by singer Robert Plant who wishes their leg¬ 
end to remain intact. 

Despite disbanding in 1980 after the untimely death of their drummer 
John Bonham, Led Zeppelin's reputation and legacy of incredible songs 
continue to survive and appeal to an ever increasing audience of fans who 
in the absence of the original will have to make do with the UK's full time 
professional Led Zeppelin tribute band. 

Whole Lotta Led'sshow at the Woodmead Halls, Lyme Regis, takes place 
on Saturday, August 28th. Doors open at 8pm.Tickets are £14 on the night 
or £12 in advance.They're available by calling 01297 442138, visiting Lyme

She 
founded the ensemble in 20012, since when they have performed in recitals at the 
Purcell Room, Wigmore Hall, Cadogan Hall, Conway Hall, Leeds International Festival, 
Schubert Society of Britain, Villa D'este-Lake Como and numerous UK Concert Soci¬ 
eties. The Emanuel Ensemble have also performed in the presence of HRH Prince 
Charles and Princess Alexandra. In 2006, they were featured on the sound track of the 
film "In A Day". 

Anna was awarded a scholarship to the Purcell School of Music where she studied 
with Anna Pope for five years before being awarded a Foundation Scholarship to the 
Royal College of Music. She graduated in 2004 with First Class Honours, later studying 
privately with Celia Chambers and Paul Edmund Davies. Anna plays on a Brannen 
Cooper flute that was awarded to her by the Foundation for Sport and the Arts. She 
freelances in orchestras including the London Philharmonic Orchestra, BBC Concert 
Orchestra, Brandenburg Sinfonia, London Concert Orchestra, and the Bournemouth 
Symphony Orchestra amongst others. Recent awards include the Marc Rich Scholar¬ 
ship for Artistic Achievement 2008, Haynes International Flute Competition 2007 Prize 

Winner-USA, LPO "Future 
Firsts" Place 2006-2007 and 
Solti Foundation Award. 
Anna has also given work¬ 
shops in the UK, Hong 
Kong and Qatar. 

British pianist Simon 
Callaghan is in much de¬ 
mand internationally as a 
soloist and chamber musi¬ 
cian. His intelligent and 
compelling performances 
both on the concert plat¬ 
form and in the recording 
studio are earning him a 
reputation as an exciting 
and versatile young artist.

He has also taken awards at the Bromsgrove International Compe¬ 
tition, Jean Fran<;aix Concours (Paris) and the Liverpool Young Musician of the Year 
and is grateful to the Craxton Memorial Trust and several anonymous benefactors for 
their continued support.

ARE you a dog lover? Lord Byron certainly was. 
When his Newfoundland dog, Boatswain, died 
of rabies in 1808 Byron wrote a poem in its hon¬ 
our, a poem which was later inscribed on the 
dog's tombstone. These are the opening lines. 
Epitaph to a Dog 
Near this Spot 

are deposited the Remains of one 
who possessed Beauty without Vanity, 
Strength without Insolence, 

Courage without Ferocity, 
and all the virtues of Man without his Vices. 

IT was a French writer who once remarked,"The 
more one gets to know of men, the more one 
values dogs." This sentiment seems to be shared 
by Hally Carrington Brent, who wrote this fa¬ 
mous verse. 

I Think I Know no Finer Thing than Dogs 

Though prejudice perhaps my mind befogs, 

I think I know no finer things than dogs: 

The young ones, they of gay and bounding heart, 
Who lure us in their games to take a part, 
Who with mock tragedy their antics cloak 
And, from their wild eyes'tail, admit the joke; 
The old ones, with their wistful, fading eyes, 
They who desire no further paradise 
Than the warm comfort of our smile and hand, 
Who tune their moods to ours and understand 
Each word and gesture, they who lie and wait 


To welcome us-with no rebuke if late. 
Sublime the love they bear, but ask to live 
Close to our feet, unrecompensed to give; 
Beside which many men seem very logs- 
I think I know no finer things than dogs. 

A HUNDRED years after Byron penned the trib¬ 
ute to his beloved Boatswain, Kipling wrote "The 
Power of the Dog". My wife and I can identify 
with this poem because many years ago, when 
our Golden Retriever "Tessa" died, our sense of 
loss was almost as great as Byron's.There was no 
way we could contemplate replacing her. 

The Power of the Dog 

There is sorrow enough in the natural way 
From men and women to fill our day; 

And when we are certain of sorrow in store, 
Why do we always arrange for more? 
Brothers and Sisters, I bid you beware 
Of giving your heart to a dog to tear. 

Buy a pup and your money will buy 
Love unflinching that cannot lie- 
Perfect passion and worship fed 
By a kick in the ribs or a pat on the head. 
Nevertheless it is hardly fair 
To risk your heart for a dog to tear. 

When the fourteen years which Nature permits 
Are closing in asthma, or tumour, or fits, 


And the vet's unspoken prescription runs 
To lethal chambers or loaded guns, 

Then you will find-it's your own affair- 
But... you've given your heart for a dog to tear. 

When the body that lived at your single will, 
With its whimper of welcome, is stilled (how still!); 
When the spirit that answered your every mood 
Is gone-wherever it goes-for good, 

You will discover how much you care, 

And will give your heart for the dog to tear. 

We've sorrow enough in the natural way, 
When it comes to burying Christian clay. 

Our loves are not given, but only lent, 

At compound interest of cent per cent. 
Though it is not always the case, I believe, 
That the longer we've kept 'em, the more do we 
grieve: 

For, when debts are payable, right or wrong, 

A short-time loan is as bad as a long- 
So why in Heaven (before we are there) 
Should we give our hearts to a dog to tear?

When the driver steps on the 
brake pedal, the necessary braking force is 
maintained while the hydraulic pressure of 
the friction brake is controlled to help 
maximize the energy regeneration of the 
hybrid motor. Because of its simple struc¬ 
ture, in which the motor directly operates 
the brake cylinders, the Electric Driven In¬ 
telligent Brake system has the potential to 
be a key part of all future Infiniti Direct Re¬ 
sponse Hybrid vehicles.

PRODUCTIVITY-RELATED UPDATES 

Improved payload 

The body weight for the single and double cab models 
has been reduced by 51 Kg &40Kg respectively, increas¬ 
ing the payload proi-ata. The weight saving has been 
achieved by reviewing every aspect of the bodywork, 
re-designing for weight efficiency without impacting 


upon performance, strength and durability. Careful se¬ 
lection of individual components that make up the hy¬ 
draulic system enabled a more complex system to 
weigh less than the previous system. Other operator 
benefits such as maintenance free bearings have also 
shown a weight saving. However, critical material 
gauges such as the load bed at 2.5mm, have remained 
in order to retain durability.

The control gear has been redesigned to provide a sim¬ 
plified, more intuitive joystick operation. The tipper con¬ 
trols are now all in one position to the offside and 
adjacent to the driver's seat. This gives full access to the 
controls either when seated or from outside with the 
door open. 

SAFETY-RELATED CHANGES 

Sequential hydraulic body lock-down 

For additional safety and stability a sequenced hy¬ 
draulic cam holds the body in the stowed position. The 
device helps stabilise the body under adverse loading 
conditions such as an improperly loaded payload or 
when subjected to load inputs by mechanical handling 
equipment. Controlled by the hydraulic line pressures, 
the device is fully automatic and requires no control or 
intervention by the operator. 

TUV approval 

The Tipper is TUV approved to demonstrate independ¬ 
ent verification of the certification (Conformite Eu- 
ropeene) by the TUV. All Tipper manufacturers are 
required to display the logo, but as it can be by self-cer¬ 
tification, there is no way for the customer to obtain in¬ 
dependent evidence that it does conform.TOV approval 
confirms compliance to the customer by a highly re¬ 
spected independent testing organisation.

IN A reverse of fortunes from last week, Weymouth Wildcats 
missed out on another victory at the Wessex Stadium when 
Jake Anderson and Brendan Johnson took the last heat 5-1 to 
snatch victory for the Tamworth Saxons 46-43 after the Wild¬ 
cats had managed to edge ahead in heat nine for the first time.

Heat 3 was another shared event with Tom Brown taking the 
flag for the home side ahead of Dyer and recently crowned 
British under 18 Champion Johnson to keep the visitors four 
points up. In an eventful heat 4 Anderson took the spoils from 
the other only finisher James Cockle who had remounted his 
machine after a first turn fall on the fourth lap, Day fell and was 
disqualified while Chessell retired from the race. 

The Wildcats had two heat advantages firstly with Tom 
Brown and Gary Cottham who were split by Mason and in heat 
6 Anderson split McKinna and Bekker to reduce the Wildcats 
deficit to a single point. 

James Cockle was again a faller on the 3rd bend second lap 
while Anderson and Johnson romped away for a gifted 5-1 to 
stretch their lead to five points. McKinna and Andrews hit back 
with maximum points in the following heat which took four at¬ 
tempts to run with movement at the starts. 

The first of three heat advantage for the Wildcats saw them 
take the lead in the fixture for the first time in heat 9 with Cot¬ 
tham and Brown being split by Anderson. 

The Cats lead was extended with Mason splitting Bekker and 
Mckinna in heat 10 and Dyer splitting Andrews and Cockle in

Johnson had the better of Chessell who lost his footing com¬ 
ing off the 4th turn amazingly staying aboard his machine, in 
the re-run heat 12, with Day picking up third after Brown fell 
first turn third lap. 

Saxons top rider on the night Anderson reduced the Cats 
lead to a single point pegging Bekker back in second and Dyer 
in third in heat 13 putting the scores at 39-38. 


Johnson getting the better of Andrews and Cottham in the 
penultimate heat forced a last heat decider which saw the vis¬ 
itors gain a 5-1 to win the fixture 43-46, Anderson combining 
with Johnson who cut inside McKinna exiting the last turn on 
the first lap. 

Wildcats chairman said: "Karl Mason comes into the side on 
Sunday at Newport with Gary Cottham being rested for a week 
following Karl's release from Bournemouth. As team manager 
and promoter I have to do the best for the club, it's not per¬ 
sonal and never is personal; it's for the sake of the team. 

"He's a Newport asset and they have given us permission to 
talk to him, we have been able to hastily include him in the side 
for Sunday at a track he knows very well." 

Mason said about his departure from Bournemouth which 
was kicked off by the recent demise of Mildenhall: "It was dis¬ 
appointing to be dropped by Bournemouth but you've just got 
to put it behind you and crack on. 

Tracks like Mildenhall shouldn't be allowed to go under, 
these things need sorting out. It puts everyone under pressure, 
it's harsh on the people who haven't done anything wrong and 
all of a sudden there are seven riders available." 

Looking ahead to the Wildcats away fixtures last night at 
Newport and on Friday at Plymouth, Mason added:"I'm excited 
to be back at Weymouth again; hopefully I can have a good 
meeting on Sunday at Newport with it being only a mile from 
home. I always like going back there. I also had a good meeting 
at Plymouth last year. 

"I haven't been there this year; normally it's been a bad track 
for me but I'll go there with the same attitude I went to the Isle 
of Wight with, it's just five big minutes. Hopefully we can put 
up a good show away from home to entertain the supporters, 
that's the main thing." 

Recent signing Adam McKinna will be unavailable for a few 
meetings after his recall to Newcastle, with their home meet¬ 
ings being on Sundays they clash with several of the Wildcats 
approaching away meetings. Bartlett added "He's riding next 
Saturday so is unavailable to ride for us, but the rest of the 
home fixtures should be ok. 

"With the League almost finished and starting the Trophy 
competition next week we quite clearly have to look to see if 
we can strengthen up where we can."

AUSTRALIA showed that they can cope with 
anything the Dorset weather can throw at 
them ahead of the 2012 Olympics by taking 
home a bagful of medals from the Skandia Sail 
for Gold championships held at the Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland National sailing Academy 
last week. 

Weymouth Bay posed a number of problems 
to the sailors that gave them firsthand experi¬ 
ence of the conditions they can expect when 
they visit the Olympic site in August 2012, sav¬ 
ing the best for last, with a medal race day that 
was vintage British summer; wind, rain, near 
calms and even a little sunshine right at the 
end.The huge entry of 975 sailors from 57 na¬ 
tions, spread across 712 boats in 13 classes, 
will go home having learned to expect the un¬ 
expected. 

The Aussies picked up gold in four classes; 
Nicky Souter, Nina Curtis and Olivia Price in the 
Women's Match Racing, the Skud-18 was won 
by Daniel Fitzgibbon and Rachael Cox on Fri¬ 
day, Tom Slingsby took gold in the Laser Men, 
and Nathan Outteridge and lain Jensen made 
up the top quartet with a win in the 49er class. 

The French team pushed Australia all the 
way, with three gold medals - Pierre 



Leboucher and Vincent Garos winning the 470 
Men, Charline Picon took gold home in the 
RS:X Women, and in the 2.4mR, it was Damien 
Seguin who did the business for France. 

The Dutch team then edged the home na¬ 
tion out of the gold medal table with wins in 
two classes, Marit Bouwmeester in the Laser 
Radial and Udo Hessels, Marcel van de Veen 
and Mischa Rossen in the Sonar. 

Team Skandia GBR were left with a single 
gold; Giles Scott in the Finn. The consolation 
for the most successful Olympic sailing nation 
of the last three Olympiads was a hatful of the 
lesser shades, two silver and four bronze 
medals. 

Unfortunately it was a disappointing return 
to the Finn fleet for Ben Ainslie who has dom¬ 
inated this class for so long. Having dipped in 
and out of form all week, he sprung to life on 
Friday with a brilliant performance that put 
him up into second place, but he didn't start 
the final day well and in the end had to settle 
for third in the race and fourth overall behind 
France's Jonathan Lobertand Croatia's Ivan Kl- 
jakovic Gaspic who claimed the silver and 
bronze positions with Giles Scott, the young 
Brit who also looked unsettled down the final 
run managing to take the gold for GB, just 
doing enough with an eighth place finish. 

The medal race action kicked off with the 
Men's Laser fleet - Australia's Tom Slingsby had 
to fend off the challenge of Britain's 2008 
Olympic gold medallist, Paul Goodison. Good- 
ison had an eight point deficit, and the easiest 
way for Slingsby to win was to ensure that 
both sailors ended up at the back of the ten- 
boat medal race fleet. He did it particularly ef¬ 
fectively, inflicting a penalty on Goodison that 
put the Brit to the back and into silver. 
Canada's Michael Leigh picked up the bronze, 
while his compatriot, David Wright had the 
consolation of winning the medal race. 

The Laser Radial Women have been locked 
in a war of attrition all week, with long days on 
the water and precious few races to show for 
it on occasions, as these highly competitive 
teams struggled to get good starts. No such 



problems in the ten-boat medal race however, 
and the Netherlands Marit Bouwmeester fi¬ 
nally clinched the gold medal that she has had 
at least one hand on all week. Finland's Sari 
Multala completed a remarkable comeback - 
the 2010 World Champion wasn't even quali¬ 
fying for the medal race at the start of Friday's 
racing, but she ended up with silver. New 
Zealand's Sara Winther took the bronze. 

The Women's Match Racing was sailed con¬ 
currently with the early medal races, where 
the newly crowned French ISAF Sailing World 
Cup Champions, Claire Leroy, Marie Riou and 
Elodie Bertrand took on Australia's Nicky 
Souter, Nina Curtis and Olivia Price for the gold 
medal. The Australian's took the first two races, 
before Leroy fought back to win the third. But 
saving three successive match points was too 
much for Leroy and her team, and they lost 
the fourth race to cede the gold medal to 
Souter, Curtis and Price. The Dutch team of 
Renee Groeneveld, Annemieke Bes and 
Brechtje van derWerf beat the USA's AnnaTu- 
nicliffe, Molly Vandemer and Debbie Capozzi 
for bronze. 

The action was coming thick and fast on the 
two main harbour courses, where the medal 
races were alternating to supply a constant, al¬ 


most dizzying sequence of action for the gath¬ 
ered crowds - both virtual and real. In the 470 
Men, Pierre Leboucher and Vincent Garos have 
spent the week swopping the top spot with 
the newly crowned world and ISAF Sailing 
World Cup champions, Australians Mathew 
Belcher and Malcolm Page. In the end it was 
France that took the gold, pushing Belcher 
and Page into silver. The bronze was taken by 
the British team of Luke Patience and Stuart 
Bithell. 

The Women's 470 fleet has been ultra com¬ 
petitive, with several leaders during the week. 
But it was the Japanese pair of Ai Kondo and 
WakakoTabata that had control going into the 
medal race. But they had to hold off a chal¬ 
lenge from the Spanish team of Tara Pacheco 
and Berta Betanzos, who crossed the finish 
line right behind the Dutch World Champions, 
Westerhof and Berkhout. But Kondo and 
Tabata were third, more than enough to 
record a comfortable win overall and take 
gold, with Spain in silver and the American 
team of Erin Maxwell and Isabelle Kinsolving 
dropping from second overall going in, to take 
bronze. 

The 49er class always produces some out¬ 
standing action. Nathan Outteridge and lain 
Jensen converted a relatively comfortable 12 
point lead over the chasing pack into a gold 
medal in smooth style, but all around them it 
was desperate stuff, with 3 points separating 
second from fourth place going in to the 
medal race. It was the Danish team of Peter 
Kruger Andersen and Nicolai Thorsell that 
came away with silver; and the Brits, Stevie 
Morrison and Ben Rhodes got the bronze by 
just a point from the early leaders of the re¬ 
gatta, France's Manu Dyen and Stephane 
Christidis. 

In the RS:X Women's fleet, Spain's Blanca 
Manchon - and last year's Skandia Sail for 
Gold winner - went in to the race guaranteed 
silver or better. It was silver that she got, as her 
closest challenger, Charline Picon of France 
won the medal race with Manchon back in 
seventh. Britain's Bryony Shaw finished the 


race second behind Picon, but had to settle for 
bronze overall, the colour she got at the 2008 
Beijing Olympics.The RS:X Men also had some 
British interest in the 2009 World Champion 
and Athens Bronze medallist, Nick Dempsey. 
Dempsey went into the final day even on 
points with France's Julian Bontemps, and the 
Netherland's Dorian Van Rijsselberge just one 
point adrift of the leading pair. But it was Por¬ 
tugal's Joao Rodrigues that took gold, after 
grabbing second in an intense final race. Van 
Rijsselberge got past Dempsey for silver, leav¬ 
ing the Brit in bronze and Julian Bontemps 
with nothing. 

The big guns of the Star fleet had been put 
in the shade all week by the Irish team of Peter 
O'Leary and Frithjof Kleen. The Sydney 2000 
Olympic Finn bronze medalist, Freddy Loof 
and his crew Johan Tillander (SWE) had just 
edged ahead of the Irish yesterday, but 
O'Leary and Kleen were not to be denied. 

They sailed a very collected race to come 
third, and with Loof and Tillander back in 
ninth, the Irish were golden. Poland's Matuesz 
Kusznierewicz and Dominik Zycki went home 
with bronze, fending off the former Laser su¬ 
perstar, Brazil's Robert Scheidt and his crew 
Bruno Prada.

BRIDPORT cruised into the next round 
of the FA Cup with an almost effortless 
performance against Toolstation West¬ 
ern League Premier side Welton 
Rovers.

BOB LUCAS: A TRUE ICON 


WEYMOUTH manager Ian Hutchin¬ 
son paid a glowing tribute to for¬ 
mer club president Bob Lucas who 
died last week calling him "An icon, 
someone who everyone could 
look up to and respect". 

Bob died at his home in Culliford 
Way, Weymouth with his wife Jean 
beside him aged 85 from cancer. 
Besides Jean he leaves behind his 
three children Linda, Michael and 
Lesley, and his grandchildren and 
greatgrandchildren. 

Bob was associated with Wey¬ 
mouth Football Club for over 50 
years, formerly as a player. A goal¬ 
keeper, his biggest match was the 
Terras 4-0 defeat by Manchester 
United in the 3rd Round of the FA 
Cup at Old Trafford in 1950. 

After returning to his birthplace 
London, he rejoined Weymouth as 
physiotherapist for almost 2000 
games, and became a legend at 
the club as he continued his asso¬ 
ciation with the club culminating

in being named club president. 

Hutch, who played over 500 
games for the Terras over ten years 
before retiring in 2005 said: "It is a 
very sad day. Bob was an icon and 
someone who everyone should 
look up to. I have known him for 
many years and you couldn't find a 
nicer, more friendly or helpful per¬ 
son than Bob. 

"He is the legend of Weymouth 
Football Club and I am so glad I 
had the pleasure of knowing him. 
I have nothing but respect for him; 
he was a loyal man and a complete 
gentleman. 

"He was Weymouth to the end. 
Up until he got too ill to do it, he 
would greet every away team at 
the ground, dressed immaculately 
in the club tie. He will be sadly 
missed, and if every player that 
dons a Weymouth shirt plays with 


half as much passion and energy 
as Bob put into this club then they 
will do ok. 

"Our sympathy and hearts go out 
to Jean and her family and we will 
do anything we can to help her in 
her sad loss." 

Hutchinson used Bob's death to 
inspire his team to a goalless draw 
in their first match of the season at 
Halesowen on Saturday. 

"Many of the lads are of course 
new to the club and wouldn't have 
known Bob, but Mace and I made 
sure they knew who he was before 
Saturday's match. 

"We tried to instill the kind of 
passion that Bob had and I think 
that showed in how they defended 
so resolutely particularly at the end 
when we were under immense 
pressure." 

It is fitting that the club gave re¬ 
named the ground as the Bob 
Lucas Stadium in his honour dur¬ 
ing the summer although he failed 


to see a competitive match there. 
However the club postponed the 
reserve match scheduled to have 
been played their last Saturday so 
that the first Zameretto Premier 
League game against Swindon Su¬ 
permarine tonight (Thursday) 
could be dedicated to Bob's mem¬ 
ory. 

Chairman George Rolls an¬ 
nounced on Tuesday that half the 
gate receipts from the match 
would be donated to the family, 
and urged as many fans as possible 
to turn up not only in Bob's mem¬ 
ory but to swell the donation. Bob's 
widow Jean will also be attending 
the match. 

George Rolls said: "I am just glad 
that the club got the opportunity 
to honour him when he was alive 
by naming the stadium after him." 

Former chairman Ian Ridley writ¬ 
ing in the Mail on Sunday said: 
"Over the past decade, the club 
have known more than their fair
